PIEBJKE W A M L Y E F F , 


Russian tJouriialist, is Sent to 
America to Investigate the 
Labor Troubles. 


CHICAGO, May 13.—Pierre Wamlyeffe, 
special correspondent of the Moscow 
Gazette, one of the leading journals of 
Russia, is in Chicago investigating the 
labor troubles. 
Mr. Wamlyeff is a Rus- 
sian, but has lived in Paris for a num- 
ber of years, where he was the regularly 
accredited correspondent of the great 
Russian newspaper. 
A short time since 
he received a commission from Moscow 
to visit America for the purpose of 
studying the labor question on this side 
of the Atlantic. 
Mr. Wamlyeff said yes- 
terday that he will go to St. Louis and 
the southwest in order to investigate the 
causes of the recent difficulties between 
the Knights of Labor and the railway 
companies. 
Other points in the United 
States and Canada will be visited before 
he returns to Paris. 


CHICAGO, May 13.—The police de- 
partment has just issued its official report 
of the bomb throwing affair, A recapitu- 
lation of the list of injured shows that 
sixty-six were wounded, five of whom 
have died, ten returned to duty and 51 
still under the surgeons' care. 


STEAM FITTERS ON A STRIKE. 


CHICAGO, May 13.—About 200 mem- 
bers of the steam fitters union are out 
on a strike. 
In explanation the presi- 
dent of the union says they decided May 
on certain terms, eight hours to con- 
stitute a day's work, an increase of 
wages and none but union men to be 
employed. 
The employers were given 
until yesterday to reply. 
The steam 
fitting firms held a meeting and accepted 
the terms of the union, except each res- 
pective employer should have the right 
to make his own terms with his em- 
ployees as to wages. 
The union not be- 
ng satisfied with this ordered a strike. 


TW O HUNDRED MEN STRUCK. 
PiTTSBUBG, May 13.—The carpenters 
of Allegheny county renewed their strike 
for nine hours ye^erday and 1,200 men 
are now idle. 
Both sides are firm. 
Builders and contractors claim that the 
strike epidemic has prostrated business 
and that at least $500,000 worth of work 
has been postponed until next year. 
RETUNED TO WORK. 


COSHOCTON, O., May 13.—Over two 
hundred miners who have been out since 
April 14, have returned to work, subject 
to arbitration. 


A Shipwrecked Party. 


QUEBEC, May 13.—Last October the 
steamer Brooklyn was wrecked on Anti- 
costi Island. 
The wrecking 
steamer 
Earl of Dufferin went to the wreck, and 
after securing a quantity of the cargo 
from the Brooklyn, was herself wrecked 
on the same place November 20. 
The 
owners of the vessel understood that t\ve 
crew wanted to remain on the island all 
winter, and did not try to get them off. 
The crew, consisting of twelve men, no t 
getting assistance, built a hut of the 
wreckage 
seven 
miles 
from 
Fox 
Harbor, 
where 
there 
are 
only 
three 
fishermen's 
families. 
They 


got what provisions they could from the 
wreck and settled down. 
During the 
winter they suffered terribly from the 
cold, and toward spring their provisions 
ran short, and one of their number, 
James Grier, decided to try to get home. 
He took an open boat and crossed the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, a distance of 180 
miles, to Gospel Point. 
He was three 
days in making the journey, and suf- 
fered severely. 
It was the middle of 
April when he left, and the men hac 
nothing to eat except flour, and no pros- 
pect of getting anything. 
The suffering 
men will be sent for immediately.

BIG RAPIDS, Mich., May 13.—Black 
diphtheria continues to rage with una- 
bated violence in Sheridan township and 
the state health authorities will make an 
investigation as to the cause.

Henry Tonner, whose six children have 
preceeded him, also died.

COLUMBUS, May 13.—A Dayton special 
says that the storm last night resulted 
in considerable damage. 
The rain fall 
filled both Miami rivers bank full. 
The 
drainage of the city led the water to 
Main street, which became a river, flood- 
ing all the store cellars. The Wolf Creek 
levee broke flooding the West Side, 
undermining the structures and turning 
families out of small tenements. 
The 
patrol system carried women and chil- 
dren out of danger. 
The Big Miami 
raised nine feet between 9 p. m. and 
midnight, which indicates the great loss 
to farmers and gardners of the valley. 
Railway bridges 
and 
culverts were 
washed out and telegraph communica- 
tion shut off from Dayton. 
This morn- 
ing no trains arrived since 9 o'clock last 
night. 
All kinds of extravagant rumors 
are afloat. 


CINCINNATI, May 13.—Only the mer- 
est outlines of the great disaster are yet 
obtainable. 
From these^it appears that 
the rain fall last night was the worst 
ever known in that part of the state. 
It 
was like a lengthened cloud burst, be* 
ginning at 8 ¿o'clock and continuing 
until after 10. 
Shawnee Run, which 
runs through a portion of the town, with 
cottages built on its banks, rose to an 
unprecedent heighth. 
Exactly how the 
great volume of water acted, whether by 
being dammed and then being broken, 
or by its direct course is not yet known, 
but from fifty to 100 buildings were 
swept from their foundations and the in- 
mates suddenly found themselvea help- 
less in an angry flood. 


How many lives were lost is not known 
but at 12:30 the rescuing parties had 
rescued twenty-four bodies. 
It was es< 
timated that a number more would yet 
be found. Tne storm is described as 
the most disastrous ever known on the 
Little Miami railroad. 
The nearest ap- 
proach any train could make to the city 
was three miles.

"THE best preserved man in Congress 
for his age is the Hon. William D.

The model-room of the patent office 
consists of four immense halls extend- 
ing noi^fOiii|i,'jeast and .n^st in the 
second sitory of the buil^g.,, ^he^ 
space thus occupied is aboilt' l, 
feet -wide. Here on all sides are cases 
arranged tier upon tier, ii^ whioI|-are 
placed on exhibition 
about 200,000 
models varying in size from the tiniest 
tack-nail to a locomotive, and in im- 
portance from a mouse-trap to a tele- 
phone transmitter. 
It is a veritable 
museum, excelled in variety only by the 
National Museum connected with the 
Smithsonian Institution, to which were 
recently removed some of the interest- 
ing relics once stored here, including 
tlie identical printing press used by- 
Benjamin Franklin, the coat worn by 
Gon. Jackson ..at the battle of New 
Orleans, and a number of revolutionary 
relics. 


The first collection of models, com- 
prising everything received 
between 
1790 and 18.3(1, numbering in all about 
4,000, was doKtroyed liy the fire which 
bumed the old postoffice building, then 
also used for the Patent Office, Decem 
ber 15, 1836. 
Those were never re- 
stored. For some years after, until the 
present building was erected, the office 
occupied the building known as the 
city hall—the district court house. The 
fire of September. 1877, whicli came so 
near demolishing the Interior Depart- 
ment building, destroyed 80,000 models, 
most of which have since lieon r^^stored 
from the drawings, at a cost of $250,- 
000. 
The repairs to the building 
which have been going on ever since, 
and were finished less than a year ago, 
have cost nearly three times that sum.

long obstructed the view of the lecture 
room, and will substitute ornamental 
iron posts, now being cast at the Bass 
Iron works. 
The money for this pur- 
pose, amounting to $140, was subscribed 
in ten minutes. 
The auditorium will 
probably be extended to the sidewalk 
sometime during the year, which will 
then accommodate one thousand people, 
thus obviating the necessity of doubly 
seating the aisles and turning away 
hundreds, as has been the case since 
New Years.

Once out on the plain we entered on a 
acene which reminded one of the Sahara, 
and indeed we were crossing part of the 
great Saline Desert, reaching hundreds 
of miles south and east, called the Salt 
Waste of Khorassan. 
Not a thing of 
life was to be seen; not a bird in the 
air; not an insect breaking the silence; 
not a blade of gra». 
The full moon, is 
a cloudless sky, seemed dim. 


My companion was so weary that he 
threw himself repeatedly on the sand 
and fell instantly to sleep. 
We met 
frequent caravans, for we were on the 
.great route to Mesched and Turkistan. 
The caravan of a prince was of especial 
interest, consisting, as it did, of many 
scores of horses and mules, a crowd of 
picturesque retainers and 
numerous 
wives in tachtravans and kadjevehs; the 
former being a litter, carried by two 
mules ' heavily freighted with gay ti ap- 
pings and deep-mouthed bells, and tho 
latter covered seats slung on each nide 
of tho mule, which thus carries two wo- 
men and peradventure several children. 
The falling of a mule thus loaded is» al- 
moit like the descent of a village. 
There was something peculiarly weird 
about the scene as we journeyed over 
that vast, seemingly endless and arid 
waste; for, although it was clear trtar- 
light and moonlight, objects were visi- 
ble but a short distance, and the bells 
of the trains and the chanting of the 
muleteers were heard long before the 
train suddenly burst on us out of space. 
The noiseless tread of the sponge-like 
feet of the camels made these ships of 
the desert seem like ghosts as they si- 
lently passed. 
The sun ushered in a 
day of fearful heat, and we hurried to 
reach a shelter at Aivanikeff. 
The red 
walls of the town appeared straggling 
on a slope, rising above a treeless plain, 
between two mountain ridges, one of 
which represented the famous Playe 
CapisB, or Caspian Gates, through which 
Alexander the Great pursued Darius 
to his doom, and marched thence on his 
triumphal career to India. 
As we rode 
into Aivanikeff, a long train of Turko- 
mans rode forth, bound to Therean. 
They were a shaggy, savage troop, 
armed to the teeth, and wearing im- 
mense sheepskin caps that made them 
look like mushrooms. 
Their errand 
now was peace, but time was not long 
ago when the Turkomans made dashea 
across Persia as far as Aivanikeff, carry- 
ing off women and children into slavery, 
with booty in plenty, and then vanish- 
ing as swiflty as they had come. 


After some search a man was found 
who was willing to give us part of his 
house. 
Two decent rooms were offered 
us, but we gladly preferred a balahave 
or open room, over the gate, through 
which a strong gale was blowing unob- 
structed. 
After breakfast we threw 
ourselves on our cots, exhausted. When 
I awoke I found every one asleep; it 
was like Thomson's description of the 
Castle of Indolence; the entire town 
was asleep in the middle of the after- 
noon. In the covered court-yard under 
us, muleteers and servants sprawled in 
all directions like dead men, even 
among the horses' legs; the horses 
themselves were asleep, while a hurri- 
cane was howling without in a cloud- 
less sky, and the thermometer ranged 
at 108 degrees in the shade. One of my 
horses, having been thoughtlessly teth- 
ered in the sun, had his face blistered. 
The people said it was not a warm day 
for Aivanikefl:; but for the wind it 
would have been much hotter. 
We re- 
alized the meaning of the passage, "The 
shadow of a great rock in a dry and 
thirsty land."—-8.

London is an exiKjnsive place to live 
and bring up a family. 
Schools are 
dear. 
I pay £100 a year for each of my 
boys at Eastbourne College, which is 
only a preparatory school. 
But I must 
tell you the arrangement and discipline 
at an English school are quite different 
from an American establishment, in 
being conducted on a ri'iilly much better 
systenj. 
Even the minor assistants are 
University men with a degree, and 
every detail is well studied and con- 
sidered. 
The distinction of classes in 
England is such that you are assured of 
your boys meeting and mixing with the 
sons of men in as good position socially 
as yourself. 
The fact is that these 
matters largely regulate themselves— 
boys get to know the "correct thing," 
and the English settle themselves into 
their places in life just as they buy 
their railway tickets—first, second, or 
third class. 
A third-class man seldom 
tries to ride in a first-class carriage 
oven if he can sjmre the money to do it. 
He says: "No.- Third-class is my sort,** 
and goes third-class—better contented 
and with no first-class longings. 
The 
first-class has no longings for the third, 


BO everybody is satisfied. 
Tradesmen 
who supply your tea or butter do not 
venture to bow or address you in the 
street—but if you enter their shops they 
are as obsequious as only an English tea- 
grocer or butterman can be. 
Servants 
are better in England as a rule. 
The 
system of r »f- 
ving a personal character 
with a servant prevents this useful 
member 
of 
the commimity getting 
saucy, knowing tliat a character to ob- 
tain a new place is not given unless 
dos(irvod. 
There is a very con.siderable 
American colony in London, but they 
do not clnim it togi-ther very much. 
They know each other, but there is not 
much cordiality or sympathy among 
tliem. 
This 
is partly indifference, 
partly jealousy. 
Those who are doing 
fairly wt)ll seem to be envious of those 
Avho are doing very Avell, and the very 
well of those who are "flourishing a 
bit, " and so the colony is cut up with 
cliques and clults, iind a sort of Green- 
laud icy mountain coolness generally 
prevails. 
We have as many, if not 
more, English friends than among the 
Americans. 
I consider tliat Americans 
are popular in London, American ladies 
Tjarticularlv so.—Detroit Free Press.

Shawnee Eon, which 


runs through a portion of tho town, with 
cottages built on its bonks, rose to an 
unpreoedent heighth.
